Emperor Charles of Austria has is- 
sued a proclamation to the Austro- 
Hungarians, declaring his-decision to 
maintain the war until "a peace as- 
suring the existence and development 
of the 
monarchy," 
according to a 
Vienna dispatch to neuter's. The dis- 
patch says 
the 
proclamation wa« 
printed together with an autograph 
letter addressed to Premier Koerber. 
The letter announced the new mon- 
arch had taken over the government 
and confirmed the premier in hia pres- 
ent functions. 
After paying homage 
to the late emperor, the proclamation 
said:

"I will continue to complete his 
work. * * * Our aim has not yet 
been reported, and the illusion of the 
enemy to throw down mv monarchy 
and our allies, is not yet broken. You 
know me to be in harmony -with my 
people in my inflexible decisions, to 
continue the struggle until a peace 
assuring the existence and develop- 
ment of the monarchy is obtained.

will do all in my power to banish the 
horrors and sacrifices of war, and to 
reobtain peace as soon as the honor 
of our arms, the conditions . of life, 
of my country and their allies, and the 
defiance of our enemies, will allow.

Guardsmen on Border Service Being 


Hardened 
and 
Longevity 
In- 


creased At Least a Year. 


[BPECIil, TO THE GAZETTE) 


El Paso, Tex., Nov. 23.—About 150,- 
000 years is being added to the aggre- 
gate life of the population of 
the 
United States by the Mexican "situa- 
tion." Instead of spreading death and 
disablement the campaign in Mexico 
and the mobilization of the 
national 
guard is adding from a few months 
to years 'to the life of every civilian 
soldier, army physicians declare. Sta- 
tisticians have figured that the aver- 
age added to the life of each guards- 
man will be nearly a year. 
After four to six months of training 
like an athlete, working in the open 
air, sleeping In a tent and eating sim- 
ple food a nundred thousand guards- 
men will go back to civil life with a 
new lease on llife. 
Major James F. Edwards of 
the 
medical corps of the Pensylvanla mil- 
itia has been making a close study of 
the general effects 
of the intensive 
training upon these men drawn from 
office, factory and farm. In civil life 
he Is director of Public Health of the 
city of Pittsburgh. 
"Nearly every man on the border 
will be benefited 
immeasurably 
by 
the training he is undergoing," said 
Major Edwards. 
In most cases the 
instruction in personal 
hygiene and 
right living will influence the millta- 
man for years. 
"Even now the 
difference in 
the 
health of our men can 
be noticed. 
Several months of daily exercise in 
the1 open air and sleeping In a tent 
cannot but benefit. It is worth 
a 
dozen vacations rolled into one. 
"But most important is the effect 
of the army diet. Most civilians eat 
too much. And intemperance in eat- 
ing is more dangerous than any other 
form 
of intemperance. 
For 
four 
months our men have been 'eating the 
simple palatable army ration. 
They 
don't eat too much and the food value 
ot what they get is commuted scien- 
tifically. 
This regime with plenty of 
exercise cannot fail to add something 
to the lives of our citizen soldiers. 
But there is no pleasing everybody. 
To the man undergoing this training 
it sometimes loses the vacation—phy- 
sical training tinge and becomes just 


^Huh" said one guardsman drilling 
in the sum when told he was adding 
one year to his life, "Izzat so,, well. 
I'll give three years off the other end 
of my life to go home now.'

JACK LONDON DIES; 


SUDDENLY STRICKEN 


AT HIS RANCH HOME 


Noted Writer is Vlctml of Uremia— 


Author of Forty Books and Many 


Short Stories. 


Santa Rosa, 
Cal., 
Nov. 2J.—Jack 
London, one of the 
most 
widely 
known of American novelists, died at 
his Glen Ellen, Cal., ranch near here 
at 7:45 o'clock Wednesday night, a 
victim of uremic poisoning. Mr. Lon- 
don became 111 Tuesday night and wan 
found unconscious early on Wednes- 
day by a servant who went to his 
room to awaken him. 
From the 
time Mr. London was 
found in the morning, he did not re- 
gain consciousness. About midday he 
seemed to really, but later suffered a 
relapse and sank rapidly until the end 
came. 
Besides his sister, 
Mrs. Sbepard, 
Mr. London is survived by a daughter, 
who is a student at the university of 
California, his mother, who lives in 
Oakland, Cal., and his wife, Charmlon 
London. Mrs. London was at her hus- 
band's side when death came. 
Mr. London would have been 41 
years old on January 12. 
Jack London was born in San Fran- 
cisco January 12, 1S76. After complet- 
ing his high school education he en- 
tered the 
University 
of California 
but did not complete his course and 
left college to go to the 'Klondike dur- 
ing the famous gold rush to Alaska In 
18S7. 
He went to sea before the mast in 


1892 
and followed this the next year 
with a trip which included a visit to 
Japan and a seal hunting cruise in the 
Bering sea. In 1899 he tramped 
through the United States for the pur- 
pose of making a first hand study of 
social and'economic problems, which 
studies he used with his other experi- 
ences in his prolific writings. 
In 1906 London built a fifty-five foot 
yacht the 
Shark, in 
which during 
1907-1909 he cruised the south seas. 
His life was stressful and many of his 
books, particularly John Barleycorn, 
were popularly accepted as autobiogra- 
phical experiences. Early in his ca-' 
reer he set himself the task of writ- 
ing a certain amount every dVy and he 
lived up to the undertaking to the last. 
He married Bessie Maddern of Oak- 
land, Cal., April 7, 1900. They later 
separated, and Nov. 19, 1905, London 
marrlad Charmion Kittredge of Berke- 


He was the author of at least forty 
books, several plays, and a great 
many short stories.

Hughes' Telegram of Congratulations 


Ends Suspense of Present Contest 


for Presidency. 


"While it was a mere matter of form 
that Hughes should send a telegram 
of congratulation to President Wilson 
over his election in face of the returns 
obtained within a few days of the ac- 
tual election, still its non-appearance 
left the question of a doubt in the 
minds of many as to the final out- 
come 
However, 
the 
telegram has 
been sent and the. question finally set- 


Speculation as to the causes of the 
delay in ascertaining the actual re- 
sult- of -the presidential election has 
had the effect of directing attention 
to similar periods* of uncertainty fol- 
lowing national elections since 1S76, 
the date of the 
memorable 
contest 
which resulted in the seating of Presi- 
dent Hayes and the defeat, by a vote 
of 185 to 184. in the electoral college 
of Samuel J. Tilden. 
The delay this year was of the ex- 
act duration of the delay following the 
election 
of 
President Cleveland in 


1884. 
Yet it is hardly comparable to 
the delays experienced in the earlier 
years of the republic, when 
there 
were no telegraph or railway lines to 
carry the results of the elections, and 
when many states did not attempt to 
choose electors, leaving 'this function 
:to be exercised by the legislative bod- 
ies of the respective states. 
The election of 1840 was the first 
national campaign In which the mass- 
es really seemed to take a. deep inter- 
est., President Van. Buren defeated 
-William Henry Harrison in 1836 by a 
decisive popular majority. He received 
170 of the 243 votes in the electoral 
college. 
But in. the election of 1840 
the people of the entire country were 
'aroused by the campaign cry of "Tlp- 
rpecanoe and Tyler, too," and respond- 
ed with an overwhelming majority for 
their favorites. 
But even then, ac- 
cording to the record, the result was 
not ascertainable 
for 
several days. 
The trend of affairs became apparent, 
however, when the result in Pennsyl- 
vania was announced. The vote there 
showed large 
gains 
for the Whigs 
even since the state election, which 
had been held only two weeks before. 
The first presidential election was 
uncontested, as was the second. The 
result of the election, the choice of 
General Washington as .president, and 
of John Adams as vice president, was 
a foregone 
conclusion, according to 
historians. But there was long delay 
because of the failure of some of the 
states to ratify the constitution in 
calling an election 
and 
putting the 
necessary machinery in motion. The 
first election was held on January t, 
1789. 
It seems that the efforts made 
to hold a popular 
election 
in the 
states of Massachusetts New Hamp- 
shire, Pennsylvania, 
Maryland 
and 
Virginia were unsatisfactory, and that 
the legislatures afterward chose the 
electors, who recorded 
their choice 
for president as the choice of the peo- 
ple of .their respective states. Rhode 
Island and 
North 
Carolina had not 
ratified the constitution and did not 
choose electors. 
In New York there came up a con- 
test between the friends and the ene- 
mies of the constitution, resulting m 
a disagreement between the senate 
and thl house. This was not adjusted 
in time to permit the choice of elec- 
tors. 
The electoral college met on 
Feb 7. General Washington received 
C9- votes and John Adams received .34. 
Both were voted for as candidates foi 
president, the one receiving the-second 
nrgheat number of. votes cast to be 
declared fbe choice of the electors for 
vice president.

The result of the election of 1/96 
was not known until a week or more 
after the meeting and adjournment of 
the electoral college. There had been 
but one ticket in the fleld at the elec- 
tion the people of the north voting 
-fc? Thomas Jefferson. The resJ?lt

the electoral college vote, when finally 
announced was 71 for President Ad- 
ams and 68 for Mr Je«ersom Presi- 
dent Adams received a bare majprit\ 
of one in the total electoral college 
vote 
Mr Jefferson, according to the 
method of choice at that time, was 
declared elected vice-president. 
In the famous Jefferson-Burr con- 
test which extended from the time 
of the election in 1800 until Feb. 1 < of 
the vear following, each had a total 
of 73 votes in the electoral college.

Some types of sandy soil and some 
marsh soils, -especially, the peat 
marshes, of which there are some in 
this county, are markedly deficient in 
potassium.

Wood ashes, contain potassium when 
dry and unleaohed, and in the north- 
ern part of the state, where wood is 
more abundant than in Rock county, 
many farmers are using ashes instead 
ot more commercial potash fertilizer.

White House collection of china, con- 
taining specimens 
from the 
tame 
service- of all the, presidents

two, has been placed in a room spe- 
cially prepared- for it, under the su- 
pervision of Mrs. Wilson in the ex- 
ecutive mansion. It is Mrs. ™™son s 
intention to increase 
the collection, 


if possible, and the 
specimens have 
been so placed in cabinets as to leave 
room for expansion. 
The new room was prepared wtiie 
the President and his family were at 
Shadow Lawn for the summer. 
Before leaving for Shadow Lawn, 


Mrs. 
Wilson went over plans for the 
change with Mrs. Abby Gunn Baker, 
In charge of the collection, and in- 
structed her to select some 
of the 
pieces of old china, glass and plate, 
which were stored in White House 
closets,, and place them in the new 


While the collection, which 
MrB. 
Baker has been building up for sev- 
eral vears, includes pieces from ey- 
erv president except two, some ad- 
ministrations are represented inade- 
quately, and she is continuing 
her 
work in the hope of making it truly 
representative. 
Eventually the walls of the 
room 
are to be lined with cabinets for the 
collection, but at present 
only the 
first line has been put in. It extends 
the entire length of the room and is 
in harmony with the architecture of 
the Wftite House interior modeled^af- 
ter the Georgian period. 
The ^pod- 
work is of ivory white. 
The shelves 
are

One of the great assets of Great Brit- 
ain during the war is
